HE SOLD A CORPSE. 


Elmer Rhine Arrested On That 
Charge Last Night. 


BODY OF THEO. HINKLE.

It Was Disposed 
to the School of 
Osteopathy at Kirksville— 
Rhine’s Statement. 


Elmer Rhine, assistant to J. E. 
Hillis in the u ndertaking bu siness, 
was arrested last night by Chief of 
Police Prentice, charged with hav­ 
ing sold a corpse, and was released 
on a bond of $500 for his appear­ 
ance before Ju stice Rogers tomor­ 
row morning, Jos. E. Hillis sign­ 
ing the bond of the accu sed. 


Theo. Hinkle, an aged farm la­ 
borer, who hanged himself in the 
city calaboose the night of May 6, 
18 9 8 , was never interred, notwith­ 
standing the cou nty cou rt on Ju ne 
7, 18 9 8 , allowed Undertaker J. E. 
Hillis' bill of $8 .50 for the inter­ 
ment—$7.50 for a su pposed pau per 
coffin and $1 for hau ling the al­ 
leged corpse to the City cemetery, 
Hinkle, who was abou t 60 years 
of age, had been employed near 
Hu ghesville and came to Sedalia 
with the intention of going to Hol­ 
den. 
Instead, he went on a pro­ 
tracted spree, and on May 6 was 
locked u p by 
Officer 
Howard 
Wood, charged with dru nkenness 
That night he tore his blanket into 
strips and hanged himself in one 
of the cells in the calaboose. 
The body was viewed by Coro­ 
ner Cowan, and the corpse was 
then tu rned over to Undertaker 
Hillis, who was 
instru cted by 
Coroner Cowan to inter it, the 
latters connection with the case 
then ceasing. 
For several days past there have 
been ru mors that Hinkle was never 
bu ried, as the pu blic had been led 
to believe, and last Thu rsday aft­ 
ernoon Scott Hau ptley, sexton at 
the cemetery, stated to representa­ 
tives of the D e m oc r at that he had 
never du g a grave for the inter­ 
ment of any person by the name of 
Hinkle. 
A visit to the city clerk’s office 
the same afternoon revealed that a 
permit had never been issu ed for a 
grave for the bu rial of Hinkle, bu t 
a call u pon Cou nty Clerk Gray 
disclosed that Mr. Hillis had pre­ 
sented a bill on Ju ne 7 of $8 .50 for 
the bu rial, and ten days later a 
warrant for that amou nt was given 
him. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Hillis 
called at the D e m oc r at office and 
asked if another graveyard sensa­ 
tion had been u nearthed, and was 
answered in the affirmative. 
He 
was then told a portion of what is 
chronicled above. 
“ I want to say right now,” said 
he, “ that this is all news to me, 
bu t I ’ve had a talk with Elmer 
Rhine, my assistant,' and I regret 
to have to admit that Hinkle was 
never bu ried, as I su pposed he was 
when I presented my bill to the 
cou nty cou rt. 
“ I have informed Rhine that he 
mu st make a statement in regard 
to what disposition he made of the 
corpse and he has promised to do 
so. ? 5

Mr. Rhine’s story, in brief, was 
tl\at the morning of May 7 he went 
to the calaboose and with the as­ 
sistance of another man carried the 
corpse on a stretcher to Mr. Hillis’ 
u ndertaking rooms. 
The body re­ 
mained there five or six days, pos­ 
sibly longer, and as there was no 
claimant, Rhine disposed of it to 
Dr. Powell, who made a liberal of­ 
fer for it, bu t ju st how mu ch Mr. 
Rhine declined to state. 
Asked if Mr. Hillis knew of the 
disposition that had been made of 
the body, Rhine answered that he 
did not, and he (Rhine) was alone 
the responsible party in the prem­ 
ises. 
Following so closely on the dis­ 
covery that the remains of George 
Du rnill, of Howard cou nty, had 
been “ loaned” to the Kirksville 
School ol Osteopathy, Cou nty A t­ 
torney Steele last night ordered 
the arrest of Rhine, who, it 
4s 
said, had arranged to leave on one 
the 
early 
trains 
this 
morn­ 
ing for Old Mexico, there to re­ 
main permanently. 
Rhine had his 
effects packed, it is said, and had 
bid goodbye to several friends, in­ 
forming them that he wou ld never 
retu rn to Sedalia. 
Cou nty Attorney Steele inform­ 
ed Rhine that his case was a seri­ 
ou s one and he had better employ 
an attorney to defend him. 
Con­ 
viction, Mr. 
Steele says, means 
two years’ 
imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. 
The case created considerable 
talk down town last night and fu r­ 
ther developments will be awaited 
with interest. 
Mr. Hillis claims to be as inno­ 
cent as an u nborn babe, and so he 
is, if Mr. Rhine’s statement is tru e.

His Fijrlit With MeCoy. 


LITTER IS TOO CLEVEIL 


He Led AH the Way Throiiirh. But 
Failed t> Knock Out the In­ 
diana Lad. 


With a superiority in cleverness, 
quickness and 
ring 
generalship 
which was apparent from the first 
round, Kid McCoy was very prop­ 
erly awarded the decision over Joe 
Choynski at the end of the twenty- 
round contest before the National 
Athletic club in 
Mechanics’ 
pa­ 
vilion in San 
Francisco Friday 
night. 
^ 
It was a very pretty fight, but it 
was almost entirely in favor of the 
younger man. 
McCoy won and 
won easily. 
He had the fight in 
his hands and at any one of half a 
dozen 
probable opportunities lie 
could have administered a decisive 
and knockout blow. 
But again 
and again he failed to follow up 
his advantage and Choynski was 
considered lucky to be able to stay 
the twenty rounds. 
McCoy w^ as 
the aggressor in his own fashion, 
drawing Choynski out and, except 
in the second round, 
when Joe 
landed thrice in succession, but not 
very effectively, and again in the 
eleventh, when the Kid was plainly 
resting and simply out of reach, he 
had all the best of it. 
In the fifth round Joe was ap­ 
parently going under the furious 
rain of M cCoy’s blows, but Joe 
was saved by the gong 
After the 
brief respite he rallied and fought 
out his uphill task. 
But he didn’t 
seem to like the g a m e ; M cCoy’s 
stomach blows, particularly, were 
little to his liking, and he winced 
pitifully under the frequent pun­ 
ishment which he received. On the 
other hand, Joe could not reach the 
K id effectively, who was entirely 
too clever for him in getting away. 
When Joe did land it was fre­ 
quently upon McOby’s small, hard 
head, and the blows did more dam- 
age to J o e ’s hands than to the ob­ 
jective point. 
The betting public was in sus­ 
pense regarding a referee until a 
very late hour. 
John L. Sullivan, 
who had been decided on by both 
men, proved too elusive, despite 
many telegrams sent to various 
points in an attempt to locate the 
ex-champion and bring him back to 
San Francisco. 
Sullivan was supposed to be in

AicCoy was 
satisfied 
with 
Kennedy' 
and 
Choynski agreed to the choice 
rather than cause trouble or delay 
when the hour of entering the ring 
should arrive. 
Betting continued lively in the 
afternoon and evening at 
lo to 
6 in AlcCoy’s favor. 
The seconds for each man were 
as follows: 
McCoy, Ilomer 
Sel­ 
by, Jack Stelzner and Frank Pur­ 
cell; 
Choynski, 
Eddie Greaney, 
Tom Murphy and Charles Tilson. 
Choynski 
weighed in at 
167 
pounds and McCoy at 159 . 
The 
weights at the ringside were ap­ 
proximately 168 and 160 pounds. 
Both men appeared to be in per­ 
fect condition, nothwithstanding 
the fact thev were unable to do 
much outside work during the past 
week, owing to the rainy weather. 
After the preliminaries, which 
were very tame exhibition affairs, 
there followed a long wait. 
It developed that the cause for 
delay was due to M cCoy’s demands 
that the winner’s share of receipts 
be deposited in one corner of the 
ring. 
This was finally agreed to, 
but there was delay in counting 
money in the box office. 
The fight ended in a tame man­ 
ner, in fact, the last half dozen 
rounds being slow and witliout any 
damage to either man. 
McCoy 
showed himself far the more clever 
of the two men and there are many 
opinions as to what lie might have 
done had he desired to cut loose 
and force matters. 
It may have 
been respect for Choynski’s danger­ 
ous blows, which he is able to de­ 
liver at any stage of a figlit, or 
may have been his desire to lessen 
ChoynsW’s reputation by a more 
decisive defeat than a decision on 
points. 
In the fifth round Choynski was 
in sore distress and it appeared as 
though another round of the same 
kind of fighting would finish the 
contest, but, contrary to expecta­ 
tions, AlcCoy did not force mat­ 
ters and allowed Choynski to re­ 
cover his strength in the following 
rounds. 
There was no dissatisfac­
